Genuine diamonds*^ generally rec- 


ogyjized at first glance-Kv the jeweler 
with the naked eye aud *urX'ly witl1 tue 
aid of the magnifying glass. y-Vu imita- 
tion never exhibits as vivid a. refrac- 
tion; besides, it is usually eek>J^ on 
the underside and foliated, wbk**.'* is 
supposed to equalize tbe defld«**.v- 
The greater refraction Is also perc<5fXX 
ble when the genuine diamond is plac-7) 
ed under water together with the imi- 
tation. The latter Is extinguished to 
invisibility, while tbe genuine stone 
sparkles even under water and is dis- 
tinctly visible. If the diamond be pass-. 
ed over a piece ot window glass, it will' 
penetrate without use of force, and the 
glass may be broken by very slight 
pressure. A false stone scratches the 
glass but superficially. 


If a drop of water be placed by 


means of a needle on tbe stone to be 
testfd which has previously been thor- 
oughly cleaned, the drop will deliquesce 
on an imitation, while It retains its 
drop shape on a true diamond. A strip 
of aluminium may be passed over a 
diamond from which all grease has 
been removed without it acquiring 
even a trace of it On imitations, how- 
ever, the metal will give off some of its 
color. 


A sure medium is also fluohydric 


acid, which is kept in caoutchouc bot- 
tles, since it eats into glass and all sili- 
cipns compounds, including false dia- 
monds, and frosts them, while the gen- 
uine diamond issues unscathed from 
the test, retaining its full brilliancy. If 
one makes an ink spot on white paper 
and views it through the stone, a coun- 
:erfcit can be recognized by the fact 
that the spot appears multiplied (dou- 
ble) 
and with indistinct outlines. 
If 


necessary, a magnifying glass may be 
ailed into requisition. If the stone to 
be tested is slowly drawn over a piece 
of red or white cloth while looking at it 
through the magnifying glass, the col- 
ors will not be visible if the stone be 
;cuuine. 
A spurious diamond is usually cut 


much more regularly than a genuine 
one, for in the latter a certain limit is 
reserved, so as to spare the valuable 
material as far as possible, while in 
he worthless material of the imitation 
here is nothing to be saved. Therefore 
a striking regularity of the cut is a sus- 
picious sign. 


Very well known is the test for hard- 


ness. If the stone resists strong at- 
tacks, it is certain to be genuine. If it 
•an be ruined witb a steel file, the dam- 
age is insignificant, as only an imita- 
tion has been destroyed. This test, how- 
ever, does not hold good in the case of 
other stones. It is true a ruby which 
can be affected by a steel file or by 
quartz is suspicious, but the emerald is 
scarcely harder than quartz, and such 
a test with a topaz is liable to injure a 
valuable stone. 
For examining rubies and emeralds 


;he optical test is besr. A glass magni- 
fying about 100 diameters suffices. Ev- 
ery expert knows that almost all pre- 
cious stones have little flaws. Nearly 
every ruby and all emeralds have many 
defects, which are so characteristic 
that the genuineness of the stone is 
readily established. Such a test is very 
necessary with rubies, because imita- 
tions arc quite deceiving, ,their color be- 
ng absolutely durable and often much 
finer than that of the genuine, although 
t may be stated that a somewhat yel- 
.owlsh tint is always suspicious. 


The only reliable way in which genu- 


ine rubies can be told from imitations 
s by the minute air bubbles of the lat- 
:er, which become clearly visible under 
the magnifying glass. These are not to 
bo found in the natural gem. On the 
other hand the imitations lack certain 
defects characteristic of genuine ru- 
aies, certain vacuums whose outlines 
arc much more indistinct than those of 
the air bubbles of the imitations. 


Emeralds are always afflicted with 


characteristic defects, which, however, 
prove their genuineness, such as inclo- 
sures of liquids as well as inclosures 
of peculiar dendritic—i. e., treelike— 
shape. Sapphires likewise show pecul- 
iar netllke formations.—Jewelers' Cir- 
cular-Weekly.

He was 
searched, and in his pockets woro found 
incriminating exhibits. There was a 
letter from the Italian consul to Reppo. 
That was enough to fasten guilt upon 
hjra. By the side of one of the trees 
thnt grow in Liberty paik a fire was 
'built. Into the embers was thrust a 
sharp steel instrument. When the steel 
•«as rod hot, it was taken from the firr 
and its point drawn twice across the 
back of Roppo's right hand. It burned 
d<-e;>.

OF GREAT VALUE. 


Dartmouth. College Favored With a 


Priceless Document. 


HAKOTEU, June 19.- A 
colonial 


document of great value aud histori- 
cal interest has recently fallen into -the 
possession of Dartmouth college, and 
will be carefully preserves, to occupy a 
conspicuous location in the coming 
Webster memorial building. 


The paper da'es la^k to the second 


president of the college, Eev. John 
Wheelock, and b side being of price- 
less Listorical interest to the college, 
beais upon its face the signatures of 
Gen. George Washington of the TJ. S. 
army, several membeis of his cabinet 
and a host of colonial delegates to con- 
gress aud others, making it, in the esti- 
mation of m*ny, second in value only 
to the declaration of independence. 


The existence of the paper h»s been 


aokuown for many years, and was 
brought into the possession of the col- 
lege through the efforts of Mr. Terry, 
the famous antiquarian of New Eaveu, 
Coan. 
He made the discovery among 


the papers of Miss Hopkins of North- 
ampton, Mass , tbe latter being a grand- 
daughter of tho second president of 
Dartmouth 
college, John Weeelock, 


and also a relative of Bev. William 
Allen, who was president of Dartmouth 
university at the time of tho split in tho 
college, and in whose posoession the 
document was retained. 
The college 


was offered §2,000 for tke souvenir on 
the day it was received. 


The document is a parchment; in 
& 


splendid stcte of preservation, being 
some 27 inches square, folded to the 
size of 7 by 5 inches. Beyond a small 
tear two inches long on the lower mor 
gin, whfch has been carefully sown with 
linen thread, It is perfectly intact.
